Lush said his firm, Lush Collon 
Producls Co., had purchased $40 
000,000 worth of cotlon from Russia 
since 1935 and that he expected to 
do at least $1,500,000 worth of bus- 
iness with Russians this year. 


"They are very honorable 
and 


hate anything that 
might imply 


dishonesty" he said. "Their cour- 
tesy toward an American business 
man who treals Ihem as equals is 
simply overwhelming. It's n real 
pleasure to do business with them." 
Lusn said his lormula was built

dence. He said he never had been 
"stung" by applying Ihe formula

Swimming accidents result large- 


ly from panic and inexperience. If 
persons learn to swim when (hey 
are young and if they practice wa- 
ter safely, few accidcnls occur. 


It is not wise to go swimming if 


you are over heated or immediate- 
ly after eating. Reason for increas- 
ed number of water deaths under 
| these conditions is not known, but 
experience shows that it is true. 


Muscle cramps while swimming 


may occur to anyone. They are the 


I same cramps which arc cxpcriaac- 
1 cd under otl-.-r conditions. Swimm- 
ers should keep calm and rub the 
cramp until it disappears. 


Children who shiver and turn blue | 


while swimming have stayed in the 
water too long. Body temperature 
drops to below normal when this 
occurs. Children who are chilled 
should get out o'f the water and 
dress as it takes several hours for 
their temperature to return to nor- 
mal. 


Sinus infections can develop in 


those wha go in swimming while 
suffering with an upper 
respira- 


tory infection. Diving feet 
first 


so that the water forcibly 
enters 


the nose, exhaling improperly un- 
der water, and forcibly 
blowing 


the nose after coming out can for- 
ce water and germs into the cus- 
lachian tubes as well as into the 
sinuses.

Swimming accidents result large- 


ly from panic and inexperience. If 
persons learn to swim when (hey 
are young and if they practice wa- 
ter safely, few accidcnls occur. 


It is not wise to go swimming if 


you are over heated or immediate- 
ly after eating. Reason for increas- 
ed number of water deaths under 
| these conditions is not known, but 
experience shows that it is true. 


Muscle cramps while swimming 


may occur to anyone. They are the 


I same cramps which arc cxpcriaac- 
1 cd under otl-.-r conditions. Swimm- 
ers should keep calm and rub the 
cramp until it disappears. 


Children who shiver and turn blue | 


while swimming have stayed in the 
water too long. Body temperature 
drops to below normal when this 
occurs. Children who are chilled 
should get out o'f the water and 
dress as it takes several hours for 
their temperature to return to nor- 
mal. 


Sinus infections can develop in 


those wha go in swimming while 
suffering with an upper 
respira- 


tory infection. Diving feet 
first 


so that the water forcibly 
enters 


the nose, exhaling improperly un- 
der water, and forcibly 
blowing 


the nose after coming out can for- 
ce water and germs into the cus- 
lachian tubes as well as into the 
sinuses.

It is not wise to go swimming if 


you are over heated or immediate- 
ly after eating. Reason for increas- 
ed number of water deaths under 
| these conditions is not known, but 
experience shows that it is true. 


Muscle cramps while swimming 


may occur to anyone. They are the 


I same cramps which arc cxpcriaac- 
1 cd under otl-.-r conditions. Swimm- 
ers should keep calm and rub the 
cramp until it disappears. 


Children who shiver and turn blue | 


while swimming have stayed in the 
water too long. Body temperature 
drops to below normal when this 
occurs. Children who are chilled 
should get out o'f the water and 
dress as it takes several hours for 
their temperature to return to nor- 
mal. 


Sinus infections can develop in 


those wha go in swimming while 
suffering with an upper 
respira- 


tory infection. Diving feet 
first 


so that the water forcibly 
enters 


the nose, exhaling improperly un- 
der water, and forcibly 
blowing 


the nose after coming out can for- 
ce water and germs into the cus- 
lachian tubes as well as into the 
sinuses.

Muscle cramps while swimming 


may occur to anyone. They are the 


I same cramps which arc cxpcriaac- 
1 cd under otl-.-r conditions. Swimm- 
ers should keep calm and rub the 
cramp until it disappears. 


Children who shiver and turn blue | 


while swimming have stayed in the 
water too long. Body temperature 
drops to below normal when this 
occurs. Children who are chilled 
should get out o'f the water and 
dress as it takes several hours for 
their temperature to return to nor- 
mal. 


Sinus infections can develop in 


those wha go in swimming while 
suffering with an upper 
respira- 


tory infection. Diving feet

THU law nere is not the evil doing 


of any of the hardy native political 
devils known as Fascists.

person who shall enter, remain in 
or commit any act whatever 
in 


any place designated a 
military 


area, which certainly could by the 
city of New York contrary to the 
order of a military 
commander 


may be fined $5,000 and sent to 
prison for one year for each such 
offense. 


This law was passed about three 


months after Pearl Harbor for the 
special ourpose of 
enabling 
the 


army to confine American citizens 
oi Japanese ancestry as well as 
actual Japanese to their homes at 
night and, when arrangements had 
been made, to ship them off to 
desert 
concentration camps. 


Both the curfew and deportation 


phases of the law were tested and 
were upheld in a supreme 
court 


almost wholly appointed by Roose- 
velt and there is absolutely 
no 


doubt that it means just what I 
have said it means. In the test de- 
portation case, a native American, 
a man of unquestioned loyally, was 
.irrosted and sonk'iiced tor remain- 


in his home neighborhood. Al- 
igli Hugo Black, in the major- 


ity opinion, insisted that race was 
:\ot a consideration in the exclu- 
sion, 
Justices 
Jackson, 
Murphy 


and Roberts all pointed out the ob- 
vious dishonesty of this reasoning. 
And the camps in which 
more 


than 100,000 of these persons were 
conlinod, including children, cer- 
tainly were concentration camps as 
the 
dissenters 
agreed, 
although 


alack tried to have it that 
they 
really weren't. 


My purpose here is not to sug- 


gest that Dubinsky be sent to a 
concentration camp 
because 
he 


speaks vaudeville English. My pur- 
pose is to observe the shudders of 
revulsion at the very thought that 
such a thing can be in the United 
Stales after 12 years and a bit of 
Roosevelt who wanted this law and 
signed it in his own hand.

THU law nere is not the evil doing 


of any of the hardy native political 
devils known as Fascists. It is an 
act passed by a strong Democratic 
Congress in 1942 at the behest of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
was 


signed by him. It says that 
any 


person who shall enter, remain in 
or commit any act whatever 
in 


any place designated a 
military 


area, which certainly could by the 
city of New York contrary to the 
order of a military 
commander 


may be fined $5,000 and sent to 
prison for one year for each such 
offense. 


This law was passed about three 


months after Pearl Harbor for the 
special ourpose of 
enabling 
the 


army to confine American citizens 
oi Japanese ancestry as well as 
actual Japanese to their homes at 
night and, when arrangements had 
been made, to ship them off to 
desert 
concentration camps. 


Both the curfew and deportation 


phases of the law were tested and 
were upheld in a supreme 
court 


almost wholly appointed by Roose- 
velt and there is absolutely 
no 


doubt that it means just what I 
have said it means. In the test de- 
portation case, a native American, 
a man of unquestioned loyally, was 
.irrosted and sonk'iiced tor remain- 


in his home neighborhood. Al- 
igli Hugo Black, in the major- 


ity opinion, insisted that race was 
:\ot a consideration in the exclu- 
sion, 
Justices 
Jackson, 
Murphy 


and Roberts all pointed out the ob- 
vious dishonesty of this reasoning. 
And the camps in which 
more 


than 100,000 of these persons were 
conlinod, including children, cer- 
tainly were concentration camps as 
the 
dissenters 
agreed, 
although 


alack tried to have it that 
they 
really weren't. 


My purpose here is not to sug- 


gest that Dubinsky be sent to a 
concentration camp 
because 
he 


speaks vaudeville English. My pur- 
pose is to observe the shudders of 
revulsion at the very thought that 
such a thing can be in the United 
Stales after 12 years and a bit of 
Roosevelt who wanted this law and 
signed it in his own hand.

THU law nere is not the evil doing 


of any of the hardy native political 
devils known as Fascists.

person who shall enter, remain in 
or commit any act whatever 
in 


any place designated a 
military 


area, which certainly could by the 
city of New York contrary to the 
order of a military 
commander 


may be fined $5,000 and sent to 
prison for one year for each such 
offense. 


This law was passed about three 


months after Pearl Harbor for the 
special ourpose of 
enabling 
the 


army to confine American citizens 
oi Japanese ancestry as well as 
actual Japanese to their homes at 
night and, when arrangements had 
been made, to ship them off to 
desert 
concentration camps. 


Both the curfew and deportation 


phases of the law were tested and 
were upheld in a supreme 
court 


almost wholly appointed by Roose- 
velt and there is absolutely 
no 


doubt that it means just what I 
have said it means. In the test de- 
portation case, a native American, 
a man of unquestioned loyally, was 
.irrosted and sonk'iiced tor remain- 


in his home neighborhood. Al- 
igli Hugo Black, in the major- 


ity opinion, insisted that race was 
:\ot a consideration in the exclu- 
sion, 
Justices 
Jackson, 
Murphy 


and Roberts all pointed out the ob- 
vious dishonesty of this reasoning. 
And the camps in which 
more 


than 100,000 of these persons were 
conlinod, including children, cer- 
tainly were concentration camps as 
the 
dissenters 
agreed, 
although 


alack tried to have it that 
they 
really weren't. 


My purpose here is not to sug- 


gest that Dubinsky be sent to a 
concentration camp 
because 
he 


speaks vaudeville English. My pur- 
pose is to observe the shudders of 
revulsion at the very thought that 
such a thing can be in the United 
Stales after 12 years and a bit of 
Roosevelt who wanted this law and 
signed it in his own hand.

THU law nere is not the evil doing 


of any of the hardy native political 
devils known as Fascists. It is an 
act passed by a strong Democratic 
Congress in 1942 at the behest of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
was 


signed by him. It says that 
any 


person who shall enter, remain in 
or commit any act whatever 
in 


any place designated a 
military 


area, which certainly could by the 
city of New York contrary to the 
order of a military 
commander 


may be fined $5,000 and sent to 
prison for one year for each such 
offense. 


This law was passed about three 


months after Pearl Harbor for the 
special ourpose of 
enabling 
the 


army to confine American citizens 
oi Japanese ancestry as well as 
actual Japanese to their homes at 
night and, when arrangements had 
been made, to ship them off to 
desert 
concentration camps. 


Both the curfew and deportation 


phases of the law were tested and 
were upheld in a supreme 
court 


almost wholly appointed by Roose- 
velt and there is absolutely 
no 


doubt that it means just what I 
have said it means. In the test de- 
portation case, a native American, 
a man of unquestioned loyally, was 
.irrosted and sonk'iiced tor remain- 


in his home neighborhood. Al- 
igli Hugo Black, in the major- 


ity opinion, insisted that race was 
:\ot a consideration in the exclu- 
sion, 
Justices 
Jackson, 
Murphy 


and Roberts all pointed out the ob- 
vious dishonesty of this reasoning. 
And the camps in which 
more 


than 100,000 of these persons were 
conlinod, including children, cer- 
tainly were concentration camps as 
the 
dissenters 
agreed, 
although 


alack tried to have it that 
they 
really weren't. 


My purpose here is not to sug- 


gest that Dubinsky be sent to a 
concentration camp 
because 
he 


speaks vaudeville English. My pur- 
pose is to observe the shudders of 
revulsion at the very thought that 
such a thing can be in the United 
Stales after 12 years and a bit of 
Roosevelt who wanted this law and 
signed it in his own hand.
